I  have  to  thank  you  for  two  letters  together 
with  a  report  of  tne  committee  on  practical  training  for  public  service 
issued  by  the  American  Political  Science  Association.  I  have  read  your 
report  with  interest,  and  I  have  found  it  very  suggestive.

In  line  with  work  that  is  being  done  elsewhere;,

draft  of  a  ©epos 4  that  we  are  just  instituting  for  social  workers  under 
tne  auspices  of  the  University.  It  consists  of  two  parts;  one  within  the 
University,  where  lectures  will  be  delivered  by  professors  on  our  staff  , 
the  other  extramural  unaer  tne  direction  of  trained  workers.  I  shall  be 
glad  to  send  you  in  a  short  time  a  copy  of  the  course  as  it  will  be  finally 
adopted  and  put  into  operation  next  session. 

I  regret  that  T  ax  unable  to  be  present  at  the 
Conference  to  be  neld  in  New  York  on  Universities  and  Public  Service,  but  tne 
closing  ofi  our  session  corroels  xe  to  rexain  at  hoxe,  and  immediately  after¬ 
wards  I  ax;  leaving  tor  Furope.  I  have  spoken  to  a  member  of  our  Political 
Science  staff  but  at  this  time  also  he  is  fully  engaged  so  that  I  a.x;  afraid 

we  must  be  without  a  representative  on  tnis  occasion.
